It may be too late for some of 
the residents on Seaboard Road, 
but an ordinance proposed by 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
may add another control to 
residential development south of 
the Green Line. 

The ordinance would make 
septic tanks and /or drain fields a 
condition use in AG-1 
Agricultural zones. 

Next Monday City Council 
will decide whether to send the 
ordinance to the Planning 
Commission fw consideration. 

Seaboard residents Monday 
asked council to halt the 
construction of a five-lot sub- 
division on Seaboard Road south 
of the Green Line, an imaginary 
line drawn by council to divide the 
growth area in the northon part of 
the city from the agricultural area 
in the city's southern part. 

City Attorney Dale Bimson 
advised against tsdung such action 
but said that the residents have the 
preroggative of getting a court 
onin-. 

At issue is whether AG-2 
pn^jmy which permits resi(tential 
construction by right. 

Homes may be built in AG-2 
zones with conditional use permits 
which have to be approved by 
council. McClanan's ordinance 
would extend the use permit 
process to septic fields. 

Bimson said, however, that he 
did not think that the ordinance, 
even if adopted, could be appliea 
retroactively. He also said that 
land use in the past has regulated 
above ground uses while septic 
systems are beneath the ground. 

The land in question, is owned 
by J.E. Burroughs, is being 
developed by his son-in-law Burt 
Dale. For three of the lots the 
developer received permission 
from the health department to 
build septic systems in AG-1 
property where the soil was more 
suitable. 

Susan Zoby, a neighbor, told 
council that the development may 
be setting a dangerous precedent 
for Virginia Beach. She said that 
the imliminary subdivisions plats 
were approved without a

from council. She maintained that 
the septic system is an integral 
part of the house and that the 
entire three-acre homesite should 
fall in the AG-2 zone. 

She said the eight months out 
of the year the land is under water. 
"I saw three years of aops rot in 
the field." She asked that council 
halt construction while the 
situation was investigated and the 
ordinances in connection with the 
zoning are clarified. She said the 
development will affect her land 
which is used for agricultural 
purposes. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
pointed out that the duee-acre lots 
are a health department 
requirement but "nothing says 
where (the septic system) is 
supposed to go. You can't do 
things retroactively." Baum also 
said that the ordinance proposed by 
McClanan. which he does not 
support, may be considered more 
downzoning. The city is now 
waiting the decision of the Circuit 
Court on suits filed against the 
city in connection with the city's 
downzoning of land south of the 
Green Line. 

Zoby said that the land is 
being changed, the contour of the 
land is being changed and her land 
will be changed. 

McClanan asked staff for a 
further study of the whole issue. 
She said she was hesitant to 
suggest something that is not 
legal. 

Baum pointed out that any 
rural drainage is not supposed to 
stop other drainage. If the drainage 
for the residences on the 
Burroughs property blocks 
drainage without furnishing 
alternate drainage, the city can do 
something about that. 

City Manager Aubrey V. 
Watts Jr. said that the city has 
sufficient data to find out what the 
land was like prior to the 
construction and what it will be 
like after construction. . 

McClanan said the city needs 
to see where the water is going to 
go. 



Councilwcman Barboa Henley 
said that the Back Bay 
Management Plan may be applied 
here and that some on-site 
retention may be required.

Henley said that the situations 
exist in the city where commercial 
property is served by septic 
systems on adjoining property that 
is not zon&d business. "Are 
underground facilities going to be 
regulates like above ground 
facilities?" she asked. 

Henley expects that the 
transfer of development rights will 
prevent similar incidents in the 
future. 

McClanan pointed out, 
however, that "You're talking 
about a year. In die meantime we 
will have development like this all 
over Seaboard Road."

The sign shop has two different 
ways of making signs. If it is a 
common sign such as "road closed" 
or "one way," chance are the sign 
store has it in stock. The store 
keeps an inventory on computer and

when a certam sign runs low, they 
order more from the silk screen 
shop. 

The shop screens 20,700 signs a 
year and keeps 800 different silk 
screens on file. Screening enables 
the employees to make a large 
quantity of signs quickly. 

Besides signs, the shop also 
screens t-shirts. 

"During the summer months 
traffic operations employees can 
wear t-shirts screened with our logo 
instead of their hot polyester 
shirts," said C.T. Hall, traffic con- 
trol superintendent "They buy the 
shirts, bring them in and we screen 
them." 

The other way to make signs is 
using a new machine that prints 
letters from 1/8 inch to four feet 
tall. 

"This machine is just great," said 
Hall. "It saves us a lot of set up 
time in the silk screen shop to use 
it on work orders requesting only 
one street sign.' 

Even though the letters are cut 
by machine, illustrations must still 
be cut by hand. The lighthouse 
and the wave on the New "Welcome 
to Virginia Beach" signs are spe- 
cially cut by shop employees. 

Although most of their woric or- 
ders are sign repairs, the crew en- 
joys the special projects. 

"Wayne DeFord handles a lot of 
the projects but evoyone puts their 



heads together," said Hail. "I think 
they enjoy the pressure of doing 
something special. They take a lot 
of pride in their work. Wayne is 
especially talented. He always goes 
that extra mile on special projects." 

Sometimes Hall sounds like a 
proud father when he speaks of his 
employees. "My employees make 
me feel good. I would say we have 
the best sign shop in the whole 
state. City sign shops from Mary- 
land to California call nie wanting 
to see our operation." 

Hall judged the success of this 
shop by one simple method. 

"When I drive down the street 
with someone and they ask who 
made that sign, am I proud to say 
my guys did," said Hall. "I sure 
am."

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Mosquito Hotline helps take bite out of the bug

Virginia Beach has always had 
its fair share of that dreaded insect, 
the mosquito. Because so much 
of the local area is surrounded by 
water and the air is often moist, 
the potential for large mosquito 
populations here is great. 

Recently, the city of Virginia 
Beach has developed a new 
telephone s^vice that might Iwlp 
in understanding and eliminating, 



The Mosquito Hotline, heacted 
by biologists Dreda McCreary and 
Phil Meekins, was established to 
give residents a better knowledge 
of the mosquito. It will be in op- 
eration 12 months a year. 

"A lot of people don't realize 
the complexity of mosquitoes," 
said McCreary, "We feature infw- 
mation on different mosquitoes 
and the best way to handle th^n. 

"There are about 15 to 20 
common species of mosquitoes; 
each has different habits, breed 
differently and even bile differ- 



The mosquito hotline not onfy gives information on mosqui- 
toes but also offers tips that will help in reducing the mosquito 
p0PlMM<^M, 
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or at least cutting down, on the 

pesky mosquito nuisance. K,^-vCntly," she continued. "And of 



course they are potential disease 
carriers; but in this area the 
biggest problem caused by 
mosquitoes is the uansmitting of 
dog heart worms." 

The mosquito hotline not only 
gives information on mosquitoes 
but also offers tips that will help 
in reducing the mosquito popula- 
tions. 

"It is important to know where 



eggs lay and what attracts the 
mosquito larvae," said McCreary. 
"Standing water attracts eggs~by 
this I mean anything that holds 
rainwater, boats, tires, buckets, 
flower pots and clogged raingut- 
ters. Some mosquitoes have been 
known to prodiKe in such unlikely 
months as February, in marshy 
areas when the temperatures can 
fluctuate easily. 



Also information is available 
on Adulliciding, the process of 
spraying ultra low violet droplets 
to kill mosquitoes in areas prone 
to aiu-aci mosquito larvae. ^ 

"Wc feel that the hotline will 
help people become more aware of 



the potential hazards thai 
mosquitoes can cause," said 
McCreary, "but also just a basic 
knowledge of their habits can 
greatly reduce the number of 
mosquitoes known to produce in 
TidewaiCT." 



Beach SET focuses in on drunk drivers 



Beach 1988 DUI 
deaths down 44%

A new part of the Virginia Beach 
Police Department, (UBAD) the 
Selective Enforcement Team (SET), 
is leading £m active role in reducing 
the number of DUI traffic related 
deaths in the area. 

"Virginia Beach has historically 
had a high incidence of alcohol re- 
lated deaths, compared to otho* Vir- 



ginia cities," said Lou Thurston, 
UBPD public affairs officials. "The 
department Implemented an eight- 
member team in May of '87 to at- 
tempt to reverse the trend, and it 
has proved successfiil." 

The city of Virginia Beach re- 
cently noticed a 44 percent decline 
in DUI related traffic deaths, 
according to figures recorded for the 
first five months of the year. This 
was compared to the 61 percent in- 
crease in '86, before the SET was 
developed. 

According to Thurston, SET 
is/consists of specially trained offi- 



The public must increase 
its awareness of the serious 
irr^lications involved with 
drinking and driving," 
Thurstoncontinued. "These 
policemen would not have 
been trained if there wasn't 
an obvious problem." 



cers skilled to place more emphasis 
on the q)ecifics of drunk driving. 

"A lot of people get the imjHies- 
sion that a drunk driver is someone 



who drives all over the road; tliat's 
not necessarily the case," said 
Thurston. "These officers discuss 
different signs that would designate 
a possible drunk driver, things like 
wide turns, headlights turned off, 
little things."

Council holds public hearing August 22

second leading September 6 . 

A successful referendum will 
keep the project on schedule; con- 
struction is expected to begin in 
January 1989 pending the outcome 
of litigation brought against the 
city by the State of North Car- 
olina. The city already has received 
State and Army Corps of Engi- 
neers permits and has purchased 
storage space in Kerr Reservt^. 

The general oUigation revenue 
bonds (double barrel bonds) would 
be financed chiefly by increases in 
water rates. Two of four antici- 



pated 9 cents per 1,000 gallons 
increases xy)proved already went 
into effiect to go into effect within 
the next two years. The total water 
rate by the end with the four in- 
creases will be $2.56 per 1,000 
gallons usage. 

Also included in the financing 
package are the water resource re- 
covery fee which is still in litiga- 
tion and the contribution by the 
City of Chesapeake which has 
one/sixth interest in the project. 
Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamstaffsaid. 



Public Utilities is an enter- 
prise system of the city with costs 
paid by users of the system and 
not from the goieral fund.

Next month when the State Lot- 
tery gets underway, and tens of 
millions of "purely voluntary" tax 
dollars flow into the state treasury, 
many of your readers will be 
pleased they joined me and a 
minority of other Virginians last 
year to approve it 

Virginians are not afraid of 
change when the end result beneflts 
the Commonwealth and all its citi- 
zens. That is the point of this let- 
ter. 

I have recently learned of a new, 
state-of-the-art system capable of 
administering several of our state's 
social programs that can eliminate 
waste, fraud, and abuse; curb the 
escalating costs of administration, 
paperwork and printing; provide 
£b^, toon accurate and mcne effi- 
cient record^-keepingf . . and save 
the citizens millions of their future 
tax dollars. 

Using food stamps is only one 
example, here's what this system 
will do: it will eliminate the need 
for them. 

What we're talking about is a 
plastic card with microchips, no 
bigger than a charge card, that is 
actually a tiny computer ci^le of 
storing more that 60,000 pieces of 
information. They call it a "smart 
card" because that's exactly what it 
is. 

Let's demonstrate this card's ca- 
pabilities using a typical food 
stamp participant. The amount of 
paperwork involved in staggering, 

nd even when the stamps are is- 



sued they are frequently tost, stolen, 
sold, used and mis-used, often by 
unauthorized people, or for unau- 
th(»ized purposes. That's because 
they've become a form of "hard 
currency" luito thnnselves. 

So, instead of food stamps, we 
issue each eligible participants a 
"smart card." Now we have a 
whole new ball game. 

Each month, the participant is 
gnuited a fixed amount of credit in a 
qxcial, numbered account for that 
card (mly, accompanied by photo 
and apeisonal identifkadon number 
for positive identification. 

When making a food purchase, 
the card is inserted into a special 
receiver with the code number for 
theparticipants. The food purchase 
is instantly subtracted from the ac- 
count, and the participant is in- 
formed of the balance in the ac- 
count. 

No paperwork, no stamps, no 
money involved. It's an instant, 
confidential, electronic translation 
between the qualified participant 
(and no (Hie else) and the Com- 
monwealth. 

The "nnarth card" will eliminate 
food stunps as a fonn of hard cur- 
rency usable fornon-food items; it 
will eliminate "frimds" who borrow 
stamps; it will eliminate worries 
ab<Mit loss Qx theft of stamps (by 
participants and the grocers who 
handle diem}. In short, it will 
eliminate the fimud and abuse while 
guaranteeing eligible participants 
every dollar of their food allotment 



This is not some questionable 
"star wars" proposal. This 
technology is here and now, readily 
available, and it should be taken 
advantage of. The soon^ the bet- 
ter. 

Hie "smart card" is not limited to 
the above application. Consider 
these additional uses: school and 
cdlege records, drivers licoises, vi- 
tal statistic, welfare, socid pro- 
grams. Ashing, hunting licenses, 
vehicle registrations, Medi- 
caid/Medicare records and police, 
criminal records. 

I intend to introduce legislation 
to authorize an expoimental pro- 
ject, using perhaps SOO people in a 
single country or city, to test this 
system and compare the ftesults in 
lenns of the IflclviM effit^iiejf and 
savings that I know will result 

This Commonwealth has always 
led the nation in good, homst, ^- 
cient government. There is no rea- 
son we cannot jnovicte this same 
national leadershqi in delivering the 
necessary human and social services 
better, fiastw, and cheqier than the 
dddays. 

As we prqMot to enter the 21st 
^tury, I hope your readers will 

begin considering the enormous 
possibilities of a system like this.

Lines, which activate 
gauges in the nearby control 
room, are strategically hooked up 
to the engine. The operator, who 
much be (pialiHed, runs the engine 
firom the control room and reovds 
data on the engine's performance. 
"The operator has to monitor 
everything at ail times, including 
oil and fuel pressure," says Lucy 
who is a qu^ified operator and a 
coll^ral duty inspeciCM' (CDI). 



As a CDI, Lucy has the final 
say as to whether or not the 
engine meets specifications 
outlined in the manuals used in 
evaluating the engine peifonnance. 
"I'm the one who stamps the 
paperwoik saying that the engine 
js ready fo flight" After passing 
in^)ection, die engine is available 
for aircraft installation. 

Lucy, a Colonial Heights, 
Virginia native, worked on car 
engines as a youngster. "My dad 
worked on them often and I was 
right there with him since I was 
UtUc," says Lucy. "That's why I 
decided to be a jet engine 
mechanic." The circle is complete 
-- now it's Lucy who trains new 
personnel to properly trim and 
evaluate engines used in the F-14, 
A-6 and A-4 aircraft flown here. 

Since joining the Navy in 
August 1982, Lucy has served two 
tours of duty in Virginia Beach.

Council refrains from adopting resolution denying setback variances

City council is opposing setback 
variances being requested from the 
Board of Zoning Appeals by R.G. 
Moore Building Corporation and 
has indicated it would appeal to the 
Circuit Court decisions granting the 
variances. 

Council Monday, however, re- 
frained from adqHing a resolution 
requesting the BZA to deny the 
variances and instead adopted one 
directing Robert R. Loher, director 
of the Department of Zoning and 
Inspections, to convey the city's 
concerns to the BZA when it con- 
sidds the variances on Friday. 

Moore has requested variances 
from three to 13 feet on 14 separate 
through tots in the Glenwood sub- 



division. The required setback from 
Indq)endence Boulevard is 30 feet 

Councilman Jdin D. Moss said 
that the BZA may not be aware that 
the variances, while small, are sig- 
nificant when the highway is being 
consklered. 

Moss also said that the highway 
is at issue, not who the developer 
is. In other variances, the city may 
not be dealing with a four-lane 
highway, he sakl. 

Councilman Robert V. Fentress 
said that it was in^propriate for 
council to tell an agency what to 
do. as would have been the case in 

the first resolution considered - to 
request the BZA to deny the vari- 
ances. 

Moss replied that council would 
hear from people who would want 
to know what council did. TTie so- 



cial burden would be shifted from 
the developer to council. Moss said 
that whra people want a sound bar- 
rier, the city would be paying the 
bill. 

"We've reached the point where 
we've taken the other path and it's 
getting worse," Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan said. Indian River 
Road is a disgrace," she said, and it 
was because of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. The resolution infers 
"we're meddling a litUe bit." she 
said, "but if we don't make it 
known, when it's time to build the 
road, the city gets the complaints. 
I don't know that ihere's another 
way to do it" 

Since the BZA also has to con- 
sider hardships in granting vari- 
ances, Henley said the applicant 
will have a difficult time winning 



his case. She said, however, that 
she had a problem asking for a de- 
nial and suggested that the city's 
zoning inspectors could convey the 
council's feelings. She said that 
council could appeal the decision if 
it makes a statement at the hearing. 
McClanan said she usually writes 



the BZA a letter expressing her 
views when the property involved 
is in the Princess Anne Borough 
which she represents. 

City attorney Dale Bimson said 
that he thought directing Uie zoning 
administirator to convey council's 
concerns was a better approach.

Real estate tax 
to relieve bond 
referendum

It would cost Virginia Beach 
taxpayers a 2.6 cents (per $100 
valuation) real estate tax increase 
starting July I if the city uses all 
of the road bond authority ap- 
proved by the 1986 General as- 
sembly and ratified in the Novem- 
ber 1987 referendum. 

That's provided that the city 
continues with its otho^ road pro- 
grams ~ $40 million in 1986 ref- 
erendum bonds, $30 million in a 
projected 1991 referendum and 
some $30 million in pay-as-you- 
go funding. 

The additional charter bonds 
approved by the General Assembly 
provide for $8 millicm for roads 
for each of ten years. Council has 
already authwized $8 million fw 
1987 and approximately $1 mil- 
lion was issued in the 1988 bond 
issue, but Dean Block, assistant 
city manager, pointed out at a 
work session Monday that council 
expressed the policy of using the 
new authority only to supplement 
the program. If all $72 million 
for the nine remaining years of the 
program were used, additional rev- 
enues would be needed. Block said. 

Monday he offered council 
various alternatives combining the 
$8 million with parts on all of the 
other programs, each option [ho- 
viding various amounts for road 
construction. 

Council in 1986 appT0\ed a 
five-cent tax increase to fund the 
$40 million in 1986 referendum 
bonds, $30 million in the pltuined 
1991 referendum and the $30 mil- 
lion in the pay-as-you-go funding. 

If council decided not to use 
any of the additional authority, the 
sudff could absorb the debt service 
costs of the already authorized $8 
million to the extent feasible. 
Nothing would be added to the 
road program and the 1989-90 Op- 
erating Budget would be impacted 
by $600,000 to $700,000. 

Four oth^ opti(Mis offiNed in- 
clude one whh reduced folding re- 
quiring no tax increase and one 
which requires a 1.6 cents tax in- 
crease. 

Using all of the $8 million 
and continuation of the other road 
funding i»ograms would result in 
a 2.6 cents tax increase and would 
increase road program by $72.5 
million comprised for $72 million 
in new bonding authority and a 
small increase of $5 million in 
additional pay-as-yoo-go funding. 

Anotho- option would increase 
{H-operty taxes by three cents (or 
$79.5 million more in road pro- 
grams comprised of $72 million 
in new bonding authority and a 
o$7.5 million increases in pay-as- 
you-go. 

City Manager Aubrey V. 
Watts, Jr. told council that a deci- 
sion is needed soon to ]neparation 
of the capital Improvement Pro- 
gram. 

The staff also provicted a list of 
21 needed road projects in the city 
with a total price tag of 
$113,530,000. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
said he would like to know what 
other programs have to be funded 
before he makes a decisicm on the 
roads, while Councilwoman Bar- 
bara Henley pointed out that a 
school referendum also is sched- 
uled for next year. The school 
referendum may mean a three to 
four cents increase in the real es- 
tate tax, she said. Also, she said, 
a second school referaidum is an- 
ticipated for 1992.

Taxes may be needed to upgrade resort area 




'Time was right'' for 
new tourism department

A combination of special taxes 
and general fund a|q»oi»iations has 
been offered as a way of funding 
$63 million for the upgrading of 
the resort area ova- the next ten 
ytats. 

The taxes woukl include an addi- 
tional half-cent on the hotel and 
restaurant meal tax city-wide (from 
four cents to 4 1/2 cents) and a half- 
cent retail tax to be imposed in the 
resort area only. City council 
would have to get auth(mzation for 
the resort area tax from the General 
Assembly. 

The money from the additional 
taxes would be placed in a Resort 
Program Capital Project Fund es- 
taUished by council. 

Under the program, (xesented at a 
council workshop Monday by E.D. 
Block, assistant city manager, 
council also would be requested to 
establish a paridng entnprise fund. 

The plan, said Block, is a blend- 
ing of effwts by tl» Resort Leader- 
ship Council (RLC) the staff and 
the Resort Area Advisory 
Commission. 

The plan outlined Mrniday has 



the full endorsement of the RLC, 
which includes representatives from 
the Vit^iui Beach Hotel »id WouA 
Association, the Virginia Beach 
Restaurant Association and several 
resort retailers. The council is an 
outgrowth of the Bankers Group 
which, with the Resort Area Advi- 
sory Commission, is represented on 
theoMmcil. 

Included in the recommendations 
is a "sunset clause" to see that the 
additional taxes will be terminated 
when the specified capital projects 
are conq)letied. 

Kal Kassir, chairman of the 
RLC, said in a letter to council, 
that the proposal would not provide 
all the HKHiey necessary to fund the 
resort revitalization program, but 
would make a substantial contribu- 
tion and establish a mechanism fw 
long-term public commitment to 
the revitalization effort. 

Under the plan, through fiscal 
1993 the city woukl contribute from 
general appropriations, 
$14,914,755; another $12,495,000 
would come from the hotel and 
restaurant tax and $1,698,000 from 
parking revenues.

In an effort to efficiently handle 
the growing number of visitors to 
the city and increase tourist attrac- 
tions during the off-season months, 
Virginia Beach City Council has 
created the Department of Conven- 
tion and Visitor Development. 

The new department was origi- 
nally part of the Department of 
Economic Development, but due to 
its recent increase in responsibili- 
ties and the potential f(x expansion, 
the city manager decided to split the 
department into two distinct units. 

"The city manager felt that the 
time was right," said Jim Ricketts, 
acting director for the new depart- 
ment. "Everything h^ grown and 
was going off in different direc- 
tions. NOW with the separate de- 
partment we can better serve the 
industry and its needs, which in 
turn opens up new acas for expan- 
sions." 

One of the department's main 
concerns is the effort to promote 
Virginia Beach as a year-round 
visitor atu^ction. This would pro- 
vide more revenue throughout the 
year, instead of just during the 
summer. "We'd like to draw people 
to the beach," said Ricketts, "and 
interest them in a variety of areas

during the off-season of September 
through May." 

Although the Department of 
Convention and Visitor Develop- 
moit is new and still in the plan- 
ning process, Ricketts has outlined 
important areas that need attention 
and in what direction to proceed 
further. 

"Right now the department rec- 
ognizes the importance of indus- 
try," said Ricketts. "the need for ef-

As one of Vi^inia's fastest 
growing cities, Virginia Beach 
experiences continual growth and 
ch»ige. Meeting the needs of a 
constantly expanding population 
is a dominant political and eco- 
nomic reality. 

No less than other city depart- 
ments, the Eteparunent of Public 
Libraries found itself in the early 
80s struggling to meet the grow- 
ing demand fw service. The li- 
\msy system included five area 
libraries, several divisions and a 
bo<^mobile. Each area library 
averaged approximately 8,000 
square feet, the aggregate square 
footage falling 129,000 square 
fe^ i^ioft of that recommended by 
state sandards. 

Users were experiencing high 
noise levels, limited work vpact, 
^»\i si»ce tmd paridng. At the 
Sfune time, use and the demand 
tot service was extremely high, 
with circulation being witfiin the 
top five in the state. By FY 
1985/86, 106,921 users were 
registered (about 33% of the 
population); library visits annu- 
ally numbered about 1.2 million; 
circulation had toiq)ed 1.3 mil- 
lion and 375,000 infinmaticHi re- 
quests were being answeied. 

In response to the pressure of 
growth and service demand, the 
Olwary had begun planning for a 
new central facility early in 1983. 
Following ^ completion of a 
consultant's architectural pro- 
gram. The Design Collaborative 
of Virginia Beach was commis- 
sioned to design a 95.000 square 
foot CenUBl Liteary emphasizing 
flexibility, efTiciency, economy 
and value. Construction began in 
1985 and the facility opened to^ 
the public on January 17, 1988. 

The Cenb-al Library is the 
flagship building in a book, me- 
dia, and infcxmation-service de- 
livery system that emphasizes 
speed of response and conve- 
nience of access. The interior 
^ign emphasizes information- 
service delivery conducted in an 
energy efficient environment that 
makes maximum use of the 
skills of the public servk:es staff. 
The facility is ciq)able of housing 
a capacity collection of over 
375,000 books and periodicals 
and computer software, as well as 
videos, cassettes and compact 
discs. 

PuUic service areas are located 
on the ground floor and mezza- 
nine (see photo). This open 
planning allows maximum flexi- 
bility in arranging furniture and 
equipiQent, makes library services 
m(xe visible and accessible, and 
allows full sovice operations 
with a smaller staff. Meeting 
rooms and a 250-seat audit(Mium 
occupy a separate wing aUowing 
effective use, even when the main 
library is not open. Administra- 
tive offices and sqqxMt services 
iue groupol around two courtyards 



in a two-story wing in the rear. 

The Central Library is designed 
for optimum energy efficiency to 
reduce operating costs. Com- 
puter analysis of preliminary 
building design alternatives con- 
firmed that the major energy 
costs would be for lighting (35%) 
and air conditioning (42%). 

The library's unique sluqw and 
southern orientation maximize 
the use of daylight, thus reducing 
lighting and energy costs. The 
building plan, elongated on the 
east-west axis, emphasizes the 
expanse of south-facing windows. 
The stepped roof creates ribbons 
of clerestory windows to tning 
daylight in to interior ^Mces, and 
courtyards create lightwells pro- 
viding nauiral light, views and 
natural ventilation to rooms 
which otherwise would be artifi- 
cially lit. 

Special efforts have been made 
to assure that the natural day- 
lighting does not create inoblems 
such as excessive glare. Ceiling- 
hung acoustical baffles are kxated 
under all the clerestory windows 
to reflect beams of daylight. 
This arrangement creates an indi- 
rectly daylighted environment de- 
signed for visual comfort and ef- 
ficiency. For increased savings, 
the electrical lights in these areas 
are automatically dimmed in re- 
sponse to the amount of daylight 
present 

Several energy efficient design 
strategies have been included in 
the project to reduce air-condi- 
tioning costs. The most visible 
of these features are the roof 
overhangs which shade the win- 
dows during the hot summer 
months. The size and shape of 
these overhangs have been calcu- 
lated to admit more direct light 
and solar heat during the cold 
winter months. Other cooling- 
load reduction features include a 
reflective white roof, high levels 
of insulation, a floor plan which 
eliminates all east and west-fac- 
ing windows, and special glass 
that admits more visible light and 
less solar heat 

Library Director Martha J. 
Sims, believes that books will 
increasingly be complemented by 
other information access tech- 
nologies. The building program, 
therefore. sU'essed flexibility as 
its major theme to incorporate a 
readiness for potential ad^Hations 
as needs change. 

An extensive system of in- 
floor raceways allows easy 
relocation of electrical and com- 
munication ^equipment The 
number of structural columns and 
walls was minimized. Book 
stacks with integral lighting fix- 
tures were selected so that they 
can be relocated without moving 
the ceiling lights. >

New light rail system may 
cost over $100 million

It will cost $102 million at 
1987 i»ices to establidi a light rail 
transit (LRT) system between 
downtown Norfolk and the Pavilion 
in Virginia Beach. 

What that means to Virginia 
Beach is a $1 to $2 million annual 
expenditure to pay off its share qS. 
debt recovery over a 30-year period. 

City Council received the pews 
at a work sessicm Monday when 
consultants presented an update in 
the light rail study. 

Michael Goode. from the con- 
sulting firm of Parsons, Brinkolioff 
Quade & Douglas Inc., extended 
little hope that fadacal money wouljji, 
be available for the project. The fi- 
nancing would fall back on the state 
and the cities of N^olk and Vir- 
ginia Beach. With $5million a year 
expected from the Conunonwealth 
Transportation Fund, the two cities 
would be called upon to share the 
remaining $4 million in debt costs, 
which could possibly be reduced 
with fed^ psuticipation. 

The Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission, which com- 
missioned the consultants' study, is 



waiting for the cities to decide 
whether the concept should be pur- 
sued or to drop LRT and concentrate 
on bus, car and highway solutions. 
First, however, Councilman 
John D. Moss wants more 
questions answered. He wanted a 
description of the typical trip - 
dq)arture from home, using a feeder 
bus to the rail station, and arrival at 
the destination. He wants to know 
how the cost of the trip compares 
to car ownership. He questioned 
the wisdom of having at-grade 
crossings at busy intersections like 
Rosemont Road, Witchduck Road, 
Kempsville Road and Bonney Road. 



All the crossing should be above 
grade. Others otherwise, he said, it 
woukl be "crazy." 

Moss also aiggested that the city 
get a second opinion, possibly from 
other citie s which h iave had rail 

systems. Hliis is one of the pro- 
IHOsals where a second (pinion is a 
very good idea." 

The report was prepared by 
Wilbur Smith Associates in 
association with Parsons Brincker- 
hoff Quade & Douglas Inc., and E. 
L. Hamm & Associates. 

James Echols, executive director

Continaed from page 1 
the contribution from the general 
appropriations and the parking fund 
would come to $15,552,000 and 
from the hotel and restaurant tax, 
$18,340,245, to make up the re-

The $63 million would be used 
for boardwalk revitalization ($4.1 
million); oceanfront connector 
parks, ($6 million); resort 
streetscape demonstration {voject, 
($4 million);' city gateway [voject 
($3.15 million); resort paiking im- 
provements ($13 million); resort 
syeetscape improvements, ($25.9 
million); public beach improve- 
ment program ($4.6 million); 
Rudee Walk ($1 million); Ocean 
Walk ($1 million); Museum park 
nature area ($150,0(X)); and Dome 
area development ($100,000). 

The allocations for the museum 
park and the Dome area develop- 
ment.

Block said the half-cent hotel tax 
will be paid almost exclusively by 
people from out of town while 40 
percent of the meal tax comes from 
visitws. 

Persons who spend $150 a 
month eating out. Block said, will 
be paying an additional 50 cents to 
$1 a montti. 

Patricia A. Phillips, city re- 
searcher, said that the hfflf-cent in- 
crease in the meal tax is expected to 
generate $1.7 million in additional 
revenue for 1988-89. It would re- 
quire a 1.2 cent increase in the real 
estate tax rate to generate the same 
amount. 

The average impact on Virginia 
Beach residents would be $6 annu- 
ally, she reported. She also said 
that 39 pwcent of the total meal tax 
revenue is paid by tourists and an- 
other small percentage by visitors 
from surrounding cities. National 
standards indicate, she said, that 
only 74 percent of all households 
em out regularly. 

By contrast a real estate tax in- 
crease of 1.2 cents would cost tax- 
payCTS $9 annually. 

Block pointed out that the total 
Spending program for the resort re- 
vitalization is slightly less than last 
yev's projects.

Beach Civic Center numbers in the 
government section of my new 
Contel telephone directory about a 
week after it was delivered when I 
noticed all the numbers were not 
there - like the offices of public 
utilities, the mayor and the city 
manager. 



In fact, none of the 427 numbers 
assigned to the civic center of the 
largest city in Virginia were there. 
It was the same for Chesapeake 
where the civic center has 547 
numbers. 

I called the business service 
number at the front of the book. 
Mollie Fdts, the customer services 
representative who answered the 
phone, was as polite and informa- 
tive as she could be. She said that 
she did not know why, but none of

the Contel numbers are in the gov- 
ernment section which is provided 
by the C&P telephone Company to 
Contel and none of the C^ num- 
bers are in the alphabetical directory 
in the front part of the Contel 
directory. The companies wanted it 
that way, she said. 

Sure enough, I found the missing 
numbers in the alphabetical listing, 
but no C&P numbers. 

That is, if you want numbers of 
government offices, including fed- 
eral and state offices, where the call 
letters are 482. 436, 547. and 421 
in Chesapeake, and 429, 427. 721. 
and 468 in Virginia Beach, you 
look in the front of the book. All 
the other numbers are in the gov- 
ernment section. If you don't know 
where the exchange is located, well, 
take your pick.

Customers of both com- 
panies will suffer the inconve- 
niences - some people in the Contel 
area are all C&P numbers, and it all 
seems so childish. You have to re-

Arts Center nears completion 



The construction of the $5.5 
million Virginia Beach Arts Center 
on 22nd Street and Paries Avenue, 
started 17 months ago. is now 80 
percent comidete. 

The Art Center's current local 
capital campaign, dubbed "Be a Part 
of the Art" is an opportunity for 
members of the community to be- 
come part "owners" of die Arts 
Colter. 

The new Arts Center which be- 
gan as the brainchild of a ^up of 
Virginia Beach citizens, is sched- 
uled to open to the public in April 
1989. 

The contemporary granite, ma- 
hogany and copper building is lo- 
cated directly across from the Vir- 
ginia Beach Pavilion Convention 
Center. 



The Arts Center is being built to 
museum standards throughout, re- 
placing the current building on 
Arctic Avenue which was used dur- 
ing World War II as a USP facility. 
It was designed by architect E. 
Vemer Johnson, who also designed 
the Virginia Marine Science Mu- 
seum. 

According to Arts Center execu- 
tive director, Michael Marks, "the 
new Arts Center is striving to be- 
come one of the nations leading art 

institutions and is currently net- 
working with other well established 
art institutions to form cooperative 
programs and to recruit well-known 
artist to thp Virginia Beach Arts 
Center." 

The Virginia Beach Arts Center 
will be a rich community resource, 
offering a 5,8(X)-square-foot exhibi- 
tion gallery, a sculpture garden, and 



interior courtyard, a 274 seat 
auditorium, and several painting 
classrooms, complete printmaking 
studios and ceramic studios with 
kilns. The new complex will also 
feature improvements in art receiv* 
ing, art storage, humidity and light 
controls and high security electronic 
protection. In addition to visual 
artworks, a variety of performing 
arts will also be presented such as 
small scale theatrical plays, musical 
recitals, readings and films. 

The Arts Center will also be 
available for use after hours to give 
local businesses and die conununity 
a place to meet. Ilie Arts Center 
will be strucbued to coordinate ex- 
hibitions with community and civic 
events. 

The existing Arts Center serves 
about 20,000 patrons a year. The 
new facility is expected to attract an 
annual 150,000 visitors.

Before City Council approved a 
conditi(»i&l use permit requested by 
the cmnpany for gasoline pumps in

Thalia Road, it wanted something 
colonial. What it got on June 13 
when the application was first con- 
sidered by council was standard 
Exxon. 

Attorney James Pickrell came 
back on August 8 with a drawing of 
a store that was "colonial?" Pi&k- 
rell said that his middle name was 
Comwallis and he was about to 
surrender. But the pictnre h^ 
showed council was not enough. 
All that is, said Councilman John 
D. Moss, is the same store in 
brick. 

Howard Sipler, Exxon construc- 




tion manager, subbed for Pickrell 
recently when the q^lication came 
bick to council. Bt said be felt 
like General Custer at the Battle of 
Little Bighorn. But he had a new 
drawing in full cotor, a copy for 
each council member. The build- 
ing, he said, and the canopy 
columns will be brick with the 
cotors selected by the city. 

Cedar shake shingles will adorn 
the building the canopy and the 
gazebo; dentil molding will be used 
on the building and canopy (it's 
what it sounds like: teeth-like pro- 
jections under a ctnnice); shadow 
boxes will be on Uw buikling under 
the windows; coach lamps will be 
on the front of the building; a split 
rail fence will go along the rear of 
Uie property, and extensive land- 
scaping will exceed that required by 
the zoning ordinttwe.

The United States has one of 
the safest highway systems in 
the world with relatively few 
fatalities for every 100 million 
miles driven. The percentage <tf 
U. S. crashes invdving dcohol 
is one of the world's highest 

Drinking drivers use safety 
belts half as much as sober 
drivers. This increases the 
chances of driiMdng- drivers be- 
ing seriously injured or killed in 
a crash. 

Problem drinkers* who 
represent about seven percent of 
the driving p<^ulation, cause 
over 66 percem of all foial ako- 
hoUelalDdcruhes. 

Most drinking drivers be- 
lieve they will not get caught 
With the toughest enforcement 
chances of a drinking driver be- 
ing stoppeA are about one in 
five hundred. If driidcing driven 
are caught they assunoe their 
charges will be plea-baigained to 
a non-alcohol-related olTense. If 
they are convicted, drinking 
drivers figure the sentence will 
be light 

Most Americans (80%) 
drink and then drive. Many 
even drink while driving. Most 
do not know the diHiomce be- 
tween driving after social drink- 
ing and excessive drinking. 

There is no typical drinking 
driva. 3ome examples are the: 
inexperienced drinker who is an 



inexperienced driver, person who 
does not take laws seriously; 
problem drinker who con- 
sistently drinks to escape; 
suicidal, who is unable to cope, 
stqjpwted by akohol and choses 
the care as a means for ending 
it; social drinker who drinks 
sometimes excessively, then 
drives; and alcoholic who drinks 
addictively and drives. 

Akiriiol-relaled crashes are 
the military's leading cause of 
/accidental death. 

A drinking driver often does 
not appear to be totally out of 
control, swwving over the road, 
unable to walk, barely d>le to 
get into the car or know where 
dieyare. 

One 12 oz. beer (5% alco- 
hol) is the equivalent oi one S 
oz. glass of wine (12% afcohol) 
and one 1 1/2 oz. glass of hard 
liquor (80 pn>of alcohol) evoi 
when mixed with non-alcoholic 
beverages. All can have the 
same impact 

If safety belts were used, 
half of all alcohol-related deaths 
and injuries would stop. Safety 
belts are die best defense against 
a drinking driver. Even if you're 
not drinking, other drivers may 
be. 

Afcohol greatly affects soci- 
ety, raging from industrial 
casualties, air crashed, drown- 
ings, freak accidents, child 



abuse. moUMcycle aashes. fire, 
fire bums, choking deaths and 
young suicide victims. 

Costs 

An insurance study esti- 
mates drinking drivers cost 
Americans $21-24 billion 
annually, $9 billion for lost 
production, $8 billion in health 
and medical, and $8 billion in 
other related costs. These in- 
clude disabling injuries, lost 
work days, fatalities, pn^atf 
damage, worker compensation, 
admini^rative, personnel and 
other indirect costs. 

Drinking and driving is 
expensive in Virginia. Costs 
include legal fees, evaluation, 
court fines, towing, im- 
poundment tost woric aoA salary 
time, the crash, educa- 
tion/treatment, insurance, li- 
cense rdnstatement alternative 
transpwtation and inconve- 
nience.

drunks are not the only ones ar- 
lesaedandconvKted. 

Alcohol 

Effects on 

Driving 

Alcohol's effects vary 
significantly for ev^one and 
can vary in the same person at 
different times. Age, sex. 
weight, emotional state, 
medications, amount of akohol 
and when it was taken, can 
influence one's ability to drive 
safidy. 

Mixing alcohol widi odier 
drags is extremely dangerous on 
orofftheroad. Eachcanaddto 
the other's impact 

Alcohol changes a person's 
thinking and xtions. It affects 
judgement, coordination, vision, 
reaction time, alertness, sense of 
confidence, depdi perception and 
driving skills. 

Only time can sober a per- 
son. Neidm fiesh air, coffee or 



a shower can sober up a drink- 
ing driver. You simply have a 
wide-awake dnink. 

When alcohol is in the 
brain, it takes longer for mus- 
cles 10 obey messages sent from 
the brain. In an emergency, a 
fraction of a second can make a 
diffeience. 

Community 
Action 

The public will not accept 
problem drinking drivers as the 
price to pay for living in a free, 
mobile! society. Morally, drink- 
ing and drr)lng is thif^ equivalent 
of pointing a loaded gun at 
someone. 

Youth 

Even widiout alcohol, youdi 
adults, ages 16-24 cause a high 
percentage of oashes because of 
dieir driving inexperience. 

They spend a lot of time 
socializing and drinking in cars 
or away from home. 

When they drink, young 
adults do not always eat or carry 
money for food, which can help 
slow alcohol's effects. Many 
have poor eating habits, 
particulariy when drinking. 

Young adults experiment 
wiUi alcohol at an eariier age. 
They start drinking about die 
same time they learn to drive. 
Many view drinking and driving 



as ahnost naturally interrelated. 

The majority do not wear 
safety belts, especially when 
drinking. 

They drive during hours of 
highest risk and stand a good 
chance of causing or being in- 
volved in an alcohol-related 
crash. Highest fataUty rates oc- 
cur on weekend nights where a 
high percent of young adults' 
under age 30 drive after drink- 
ing. 

This age group drives risk 
vehicles. Some are maintained 
poorly, have inappropriate and 
unsafe equipment, and ate under- 
biiakedahddvcr-^ 

Young adults do 
admit losing control in any so- 
cial situation, often over-esti- 
mating (X- denying dieir inexpe- 
rienced driving abUity. 

Many are not concerned 
about how much they drink, but 
diink in terms of dieir abiUty to 
handle alcohol as oppwei to die 
amount consumed. 

Intervention 

Encourage bartenders iuid 
waitresses to ask patrons po- 
litely "Who is driving home?" 
Restaurants in many countries 
do this routinely as good-will, 
indicating to the locality that 
the business was careful when 
serving alcohol. Conscientious 



bartenders and waitresses advo- 
cating safe driving are essential. 

There are effective ways to 
deal widi people who drink too 
much and want to drive: drive 
diem home or call a taxi; have 
diem stay overnight; take Uieir 
car keys; use physical restraint; 
and call the police if oUier mea- 
sures fail. 

Remember, don't ride with a 
drivCT who is drinking and don't 
let others ride widi drinking 
drivers. 

Drinking too much alcohol 
is overdosing with a drug. 
Intoxicated people lose contfol. 
Each of you can do something 
positive about this tragedy. 
Start with yourselves and fami- 
lies. 

Despite die fact diat drink- 
ing underage is against die law, 
die number one killer of Vir- 
ginia's youth is highway 
crashes. 

Drinking and driving is a 
major factor. 

Each year, young people are 
involved in half of Virginia's 
akohol-related fatal crashes. 

Concerned? You have a 
right to be. The fact is, if 
ivoperly informed, you can be 
Virginia's single most powerful 
means of reducing these 
tragedies. 

Think about it. A young

As a parent, you see 
the car'$ potential to cause 
crashes, injuries and deaths.

Your Fears Differ

I^iraits often worry about 



achieving the premier balance 
between letting youth "try their 
wings" and allowing too much 
fiteedom.

Hiey fear alco- 
hol abuse. And they fear the 
letfial (xmbination <k drinking 
and driving. But what do 
teenagers fear most about alco- 
hol-related crashes? Surveys 
nidicate feiff of being crq^ed or 
disfigived is the major factor 
which mcHivates ^Mith to avoid 
them. 

Communication

diows thia teens want paraits to 
discuss diis mbject. They want 
you to communicate expecta- 
tions and set limits. 

DO accqH a teen's ideas and 
feelings. Be a good listener, 
even when you don't agree. Ask 
your teen's opinions. Praise 
insights. Recognize responsiUe 
attitudes and actions. Further 
oicoinage two-way omversation 
by giving your undivided attm- 
tion. 

DO encourage future talks. 
In everyttay conversiOian, folk>w 
up and reinforce important 
points. Let your youth feel he 
or she can taUc to yon, whatevo* 
the situation. Keqnng linra of 
commimication ogea means be- 
ing approachable and receptive. 
Be prqnred for your leoi to i^ 
proach you at an inconvraient 
time. If necessary, set a time 
diat is mutually ccmv^ient to 
continue your dbcussion.

I'll be out of my 
mind with wwry until you get 
home." That's a message guar- 
anteed to confiise anyone. 

DON'T use conversation- 
stoppers. "If I catch yovk. . ." 
"When I was your age. . ." "If 
you know what's good for you. 
. ." "The trouble with you is. . 
." Any discussicHi with q)eners 
like diese is headed for an argu- 
ntent 

DON'T use cliches. "It 
hurts me more than it hurts 
you." "Some day youll thank 
me." Remembo' how you hated 
heaiuig diat as a teoiager? 

Know The Facts 

bi addiiicm lo poUdiii^ your 
communications skills, it's im- 
portant to have some hard facts 
on hand when discussing drink- 
ing and driving. 

The statistics are firighten- 
ing. About 400 young peopte 
die evny wedc in oashes na- 
tionwide. Alcohol-related 
crashes are the lar^st singte 
OHise of deioh in 16 to 24 year- 
ddb. And teenaged drivers moie 
often kill other people than 
diemsdves.

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that level of intoxication the 
individual's hearing, speech, vi- 
sion and balance are impaired. 
Reaction time is greatly ^wed. 
Reasoning and judgement are 
dulled. Remember that serious 
crashes can occur at far lower 
BAC levels. 

How sobering-up 
occurs. 

A person becomes sober 
when the alcohol is oxidized or 
burned up. This process takes 
time. Most young people can 
bum up approximately one 
standard serving of beer, wine or 
liquor in two hours. 

The consequences 
of drinking 
and driving. 

None are pleasant Arrest, 
loss of license, time in jail, 
costly flnes and soaring aato 
insurance rales are all possibili- 
ties. There can be even graver 
moral consequences. Imagine 
having to live with the knowl- 
edge of pomanently injuring or 
killing a friend or innocent vic- 
tim because of irresponsible 
driving. 

Safety Strategies 

How can you help insure 
that your teenager will make the 
right decisions in driiddng and 
driving situations? Agree on 
alternative plans in advance. 
Consider oUier strategies for 
discusskm. 

Personal 
Responsibilities 

For teens and adults alike, 
the most reqmnsible policy is 
not to drink befwe driving. 
Encour^e a young person's in- 
dqxndent thiiiking. Itnuiyhelp 
your son ot daughter choose to 
refuse drinks without embar- 
rassment Reinforce the concqM 
that both teens and adults have a 
responsibility to keq) friends 
from drinking and then (faiving. 

If a friend or somecme has 
been driiddng and plans to drive: 

•Drive them home or call a 
taxi. 

•Have them stay ovenughL 

•Take their car keys if 
neocaary. 

•Use physical restraint if 
needed. 

•Call the police if other 
measures foil. 

Remember 

•Dont ride with a driver who 
is drinking. 

•Don't let others ride with 
drinkii^ (kivers. 

•Don't let somrane else 
drink and then drive. 

•Report drinking drivers to 
state or kx»l police. 



The Parent- 
Teen Contract 

Your teenager needs to know 
in advance how you will react in 
a difficult situation such as 
drinking iHid driving. 

The parent-teen contract, 
whether written or oral, allows 
each of you to commit yourself 
to specific actions in these in- 
stances. A typical agreement: 

TEEN: I will call you 
for a ride if the person driving 
me has had too much to drink. 

PARENT: I will pick you 
and your frirads up or will make 
arrangements to bring you home 
under these circumstances. 
There will be no questions 
adced, no arguments and no ac- 
cusation, regardless of the time 
or place about the specific inci- 
dent. HowevCT, I reserve the 
right to reopen discusacMiabout 
the issue of afcohol abuser 

You will want to ad^ this 
contract to your family situa- 
tion.

Myth: Beer is less in- 
toxicating than odier types of 
ak»hol. 

Fact: One 12 ounce 
beer (5% alcdiol) is equal to 
one 5 ounce glass of wine (12% 
akohol) and one 1 1/2 ounce 
glass of hard liquor (80 proof 
afc(4iol) even when mixed widi 
non-alcoholic beverages. All 
cm have the same impact 

Myth: You can sober 
up with a cold shower or hot 
coffee. 

Fact: PoofHit txcoiat 
sober only when enough time 



has passed to permit alcohol's 
elimination from the blood- 
stream. 

Myth: You can tell a 
person is under die influence by 
the way he w she walks or 
talks.

Virginia Beach is investing 
$50,000 in a master plan for 
Seashore State Park in hopes of 
expanding the park for further pub- 
lic use. 

The city for the last several years 
has requested that the state fund a 
master plan for the park. The Gen- 
eral Assembly agreed to pay for half 
of the $100,000 study; the city 



must come up with the rest of the 
money. 

There is concern over whether 
Virginia Beach will have an equal 
yoice in the creation and manage- 
ment of the plan. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms, Jr. wanted to know if a 
comment from the State Division 
of Parks and Recreation that the 
city would have a voice was a writ- 
ten commitment "or just talked 
about" 



Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
expressed concern that the city is 
paying $50,000 so that the state 
can say "no" to all requests at once 
instead of saying "no" on four 
separate occasions. McClanan 
voted recently against the 
£4)propriation of local funds in a 9-1 
vote. 

The interests of the city in the 
use of the park are: the possible re- 
q}ening of Seashore State Park to 
the Shamrock Marathon; the con- 



sideration of the continued use of 
the Girl Scouts' Summer Camp 
within the park; possible use of 
some of the beachfront area with 
the park for an expanded day use 
beach; and the possible location of 
some municipal services on non- 
environmentally sensitive park 
land. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf noted 
that the state helped in reinstating 
the Girl Scouts' use of the park and 
said that she hoped that the joint

Alanton family's daughter 
preparing to study in Kenya

Betsy Brown, a rising junior at 
Earlham College in Indiana, will 
spend her fall semester studying in 
Kenya. Brown is the daughter of 
Benjamin and Myra Brown of 
Alanton. 

A group of 20 students and two 
professors will embark August 27 
on a four-month visit to study 
African ecology and culture. 

At Earlham, where 65% of the 
students study abroad, competition 
to go to Africa was steq). Program 
applicants had to write an essay ex- 
plaining why they wished to be ac- 
cq)ted. 

The Kenya program is offered 
every year but its emphasis alter- 
nates between biology and anthio*- 
pology. This is a biology year, but 
Brown, an anthropology/sociology 
major, was able to turn that fact to 
her advantage. 

In her application essay. Brown 
argued that her strong anthropology 
background enabled her to offer a 
alternative perspective. Brown is 
one of two anthroplogy majors in 
the group; the rest are biology ma- 
jors. 

Preparations for the journey in- 
cluded inoculations against a batt»y 
of diseases and a supply of malaria 
pills. Brown noted, however, that 
she was spared much of the paper- 
work. "We each hal to get our own 
passports; but our professors took 
care of sending them to the African 
embassy and got our visas," she 
said. 

Once they arrive in Kenya, the 
group will spend this flrst week in 
Nairobi, "getting ^quainted with 
the city," according to Brown. 
Next they will spend a month on 
two game reserves, observing ani- 
mals in their natural habitats. The 
remainder of the semester will be 
split between two African homes. 



one in the city and one in a rural 
village. 

The students will be taking three 
ongoing courses while they travel. 
A biology course will focus on 
animal behavior. An anthropology 
course will concentrate on the peo- 
ple and culture of Kenya, and each 
student will keep a diary of day-to- 
day life with his/her host families. 
The third course, a type of Indepen- 
dent study, will require the student 
to observe his/her host family's 
economic role and duplicate it upon 
returning to Earlham. 

"In other words, if my family 
weaves baskets. 111 weave a basket; 
if they farm, I'll demonstrate how 
they grow crops, " Brown ex- 
plained. 

Why did Brown choose Kenya? 
"Because it's probably the most in- 
tovsting place I'll ever have an op- 
portunity to visit. I've always 
wanted to go there, and the chance 
to travel to Africa doesn't come 
akmg v^ often in one's life."

Virginia Beach waterways, while 
ORC of the city's greatest atu^ctions, 
are getting crowded, thinks Vice 
Mayor Robert V. Fentress. 

He suggested recently that a task 
force be established to And the best 
ways to use the overused water- 
ways. He asked the staff to look 
into the task force and to make rec- 
ommendations to Council. 
Boaters, he said, do not need drivers 
permits, and more and more boats 
arc on the water. "We have limited 
water we can use," said Fentress. 



Councilman John A. Baum is 
lukewarm to a proposal by Mayor 
Meyera Obemdorf that the Council 
spend a day together for long-range 
planning. 

"I don't think you're going to ac- 
compUsh anything." he said, be- 
cause a candid discussion would be 
limited by the presence of the press. 

Obondorf had suggested that the 
press be welcome and that the 
meeting be within the city. Some 
years ago. Council was criticized 
for having a similar meeting in 
Nags Head, N.C. -- without the 
press. Obemdorf did not attend that 
meeting. 

Obemdorf said the members 
"need to know what each of us 
would like to see in the next ten to 



15 years." She suggested a meeting 
for September or October with an 
outside diKussion leader so that the 
Council would be kept on track and 
there would be "no squandering of 
taxpayers money." She said, in 
answer to Baum, that Council 
would be dealing with philosophi- 
cal decisions and that it would be 
easy to have responsible members 
of the press there. 

Baum insisted that with reporters 
present, members would not be 
omdkL 

Obemdorf said that across the 
state the press has been cooperative 
in the way similar sessions were 
treated. 

If Council could find out how 
this can be done, Baum said he 



would be more agreeable, but his 
"limited experience" indicates oth- 
erwise. 

Obemdorf then asked City Man- 
ager Aubrey V. Watts Jr. to find 
out how other localities are han- 
dling the situation.

Citizens have two 
more chances to speak 

Citizens will have the last say 
on Nov. 8 at the polls, but they 
weren't saying anything when 
given the opportunity to speak on 
the proposed $200 million Lake 
Gaston water bond referendum.

No one responded. 

The apparent acceptance of the 
largest bond referendum in the 
city's history led one attorney rep- 
resenting a zoning applicaUon 
later, Glenn Croshaw, to remark 
that council must be doing a great 
job. "No one spoke." 

"Don't put an evil eye on us," 
pleaded Obemdorf. 

Financing the bonds, known 
as "double barrel" bonds, will 
consist of impact fees on new 
consUiiction which were recently 
declared legal by the Circuit 
Court, and increased water rates. 
Also, the city of Chesapeake has 
committed itself to one-sixth of 
the cost 

Citizens will have two more 
opportunities to speak on the is- 
sue August 29 at 2 p.m. at a pub- 
lic hearing preceding the first 
reading of the referendum ordi- 
nance; and on Sept. 6 at 2 p.m. 
when council will again consider 
the ordinance on second reading.

Southeastern Virginia is located 
next to the large deep water estuary 
formed by the confluence of the 
James River, Chesapeake Bay. and 
Atlantic Ocean. 

It is home to the largest military 
installation in the free world, a ma- 
jor national port facility, 
shipbuilding and dry dock facilities, 
resort industry, agricultural indus- 
try, and commercial fisheries. 

Although water is v^ abundant 
in Southeastern Virginia, and is a 
major cause for the industries and 
growth therein, almost all of this 
water is tidal and salty and cannot 
be used for drinking purposes with- 
out exotic and expensive processes 
such as desalting. 

WatCT shortages in Southeastern 
Virginia were predicted as far back 
as 1970 when the Southeastern Vir- 
ginia Planning District Commis- 
sion (SVPDC) predicted water 
shortages by the end of the decade. 
In the next five years, a Regional 
Water Authority was formed to 
study and recommend solutions to 
the impending water shortages. 
That agency, formerly the South- 
eastern Water Authority of Virginia 
and now the Southeastern Water 
Authority of Virginia, studied a 
number of alternatives and in 1975 
itcommended that a pipeline to a 
series of flood coatrel • and 
hydroelectric projects on the 
Roanoke River, specifically Lake 
'<jaston would be the best solution 
to the area water supply problems. 

In 1976. the Norfolk District 
Corps of Engineers began a 
Congressionally mandated water 
supply study for the northside and 
southside of Hampton Roads, Vir- 
ginia. While that study was under- 
way, a relatively moderate drought 
struck Southeastern Virginia and 
seriously stressed the Nofolk water 
supply system. Norfolk and Vir- 
ginia Beach were required, for the 
first time, to curtail water use 
through mandatory restrictions and 
prohibitions of outdoor lawn 
watering and other nonessential 
uses. The SVPDC's prediction al- 
most a decade earlier, had come to 
pass.

The drought ended in 1978. 
About that same time, the Corps: of 
Engineers released a preliminary 
draft of its Water Supply Study be- 
gun 2 years earlier. That study rec- 
ommended a pipeline to Lake Gas- 
ton as the best overall solution to 
the water supply problems of 
Southeastern Virginia. The rec- 



ommendation was met with imme- 
diate objections from jurisdictions 
and other interests in the Roanoke 
River Basin. The State of North 
Carolina also objected even tough 
75% of all the water which flowed 
through Lake Gaston originates in 
Virginia. 

Faced with significant opposition 
and a very large price lag associated 
with the project. Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake and Suffolk decided to 
investigate and pursue other cations 
including those that might develop 
water within their respective ju- 
risdictional boundaries. 

In 1979, in response to a change 
in federal regulations which deter- 
mine how water swp^ly studies are 
prepared, the Corps was directed to 
redo the water sui^ly study. 

In 1980 a major drought struck 
Southeastern Virginia. This time, 
both the Norfolk and Portsmouth 
water systems were severely 
stressed. 

Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Suffolk had to restrict water use 
while Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
had to ration water. Also in 1980. 
Virginia Beach was awarded a fed- 
o^ grant for a small brackish watra* 
desalting plan and Chesapeake be- 
gan operation of the Northwest 
River water treatment facility. 

In 1981, Virginia Beach's federal 
desalting grant fell victim to the 
Reagan administration budget cut- 
ting juggernaut However, the city 
continued to investigate the poten- 
tial for desalting both brackish 
groundwater and Atlantic Ocean 
water on its own. Also in 1981. 
faced with a possible 50% rationing 
program during the summer, the 
city agreed to a number of condi- 
tions established by the rural juris- 
dictions in Western Tidewater and 
drilled five emer^ncy wells. These 
wells, which will not be accessed 
unless severe drought conditions 
return, can be used to prevent a wa- 
ter shwtage emergency from devel- 
oping into disast(»' conditions. 

In 1982. Suffolk began operation 
of the Lone Star Lakes project 
which was a surfoie water supply 
obtained from a s«ies of very large 
sand and gravel pits within the city. 
Virginia Beach completed five years 
of studies which examined over 24 
different water supply alternatives 
and concluded that Lake Gaston was 
the best overall solution to the area 
wato" supply problems. 

Among the alternatives consid- 
ered by the city was the construc- 
tion of a large impoundment on the 
Appomattox River near Richmond; 
the construction of an impound- 
ment on the Assamoosick Swamp 
in Southampton and Sussex Coun- 
ties; direct withdrawal of water fiom 
the Chowan River in North Car- 
olina; large scak withdrawals from 
the cretaceous aquifier in the west- 



em part of the Tictewater; seawater, 
brackish groundwater, and Back Bay 
desalination withdrawal of water 
from borrow pits and shallow wells 
within Virginia Beach; and, of 
course. Lake Gaston. 

City officials evaluated water al- 
ternatives using six criteria; Cost, 
reliability, water quality, water 
quantity, environmental impacts, 
and institutional issues. Lake Gas- 
ton was the clear favorite ranking 
first in four criteria and second in a 
fifth. 

During 1983, Virginia Beach be- 
gan the permitting process in order 
to obtain the necessary federal and 
state construction permits. Inten- 
sive negotiations were conducted 
with North Carolina and the State 
of Virginia in an attempt to resolve 
the institutional issues which have 
always overshadowed the project. 
Also in 1983, during a severe but 
short dry spell, salinity levels in 
Chesapeake's Northwest River wa- 
ter system started to rise providing 
an indication of what was yet to 
come. 



During August and early 
September, Council will 
receive public comment 
relative to the scheduling 
of a bond referendum in 
November of 1988 to fund 
the Lake Gaston project. 



On January 4. 1984. the Corps of 
Engineers issued a water withdrawal 
permit fOT 60 million gallons per 
day to the city of Virginia Beach. 
Virginia Beach and the Common- 
wealth have been unable to resolve 
North Carolina's objections to the 
proposed project and lawsuits were 
immediately filed. Later that year. 
Virginia Beach began engineering 
and design work fw the project and 
the Corps completed its Water 
Supply Study initiated nine years 
earlier. That study, for the second 
time, recommend^ Lake Gaston as 
the best overall solution to the wa- 
ter supply shortage in Soudieastem 
Virginia. 

In 1985. Chesapeake encountwed 
more serious salt water intrusion 
problems at the Northwest River 
and Suffolk discovered that the safe 
yield of the Lone Star Lakes was 
much less than it had originally 
anticipated. Development and the 
popularity of private irrigation 
wells began to take a toll on the 
diallow aquifers in Virginia Beach 
as literally hundreds of wells in the 
Great Neck and Little Neck parts of 



the city failed. 

In 1986 another drought struck 
Tidewater. Chesapeake's salt water 
inb-usion problems reoccurred. all 
the area reservoir levels declined to 
seriously low levels, and 
groundwater problems in Virginia 
Beach returned. All five cities had 
to call on their citizens to curtail 
water usage. 

In 1987 Virginia Beach began 
the local consent and property ac- 
quisition process in the seven 
jurisdictions through which the 
project will pass. It also completed 
preliminary engineering and initi- 
ated the preparation of the final de- 
sign and bid specifications. On 
July 7. 1987 the Federal District 
Court in Raleigh, North Carolina 
issued an Order and Mem(»andum 
in the very lengthy litigation over 
Virginia Beach's federal construc- 
tion permit. Of the 40 issues that 
North Carolina and other opponents 
had raised in their suit, they waived 
15 and the Court ruled in favor of 
Virginia Be£K:h and the Corps on 23 

n™ore. . ^ , .. 

Ilie court did remand 2 of the 

original 40 issues back to the 
Corps of Engineers for further 
study. Those two issues related to 
the exact quantity of water needed 
by Virginia Beach and the other 
parmers in die project and additional 
information regarding the potential 
impacts on striped bass. 

On June 6, 1988, the Cwps re- 
leased the preliminary results of its 
study on those two issues in the 
form of a draft supplement envi- 
ronmental assessment. The Corps 
resolved both issues in favor of 
Virginia Beach. A final decision 
from the C(Mps is pending. There- 
after, the Corps' decision will be 
submitted along with the adminis- 
trative record to the Federal District 
Court in Raleigh for final diqwsi- 
tion. Also in 1988. Greensville 
County granted local consent, 
bringing the number of communi- 
ties which had granted local consent 
to five of the seven necessary. 

Although progress on the jvoject 
is not as rapid as Virginia Beach 
would prefw given the seriousness 
of the pending water shortages, the 
city is nevertheless making steady 
progress on all fronts. During Au- 
gust and early September, Council 
will receive public comment rela- 
tive to the scheduling of a bond 
referendum in November of 1988 to 
fund the Lake Gaston project 

All citizens with an interest in 
this issue are welcome and encour- 
aged to participate in these public 
hearings.

Standardized test results put the system in a pretty good light from an 
overall perspective. Yet when the scores are analyzed by schools, or by 
racial groups, or by economic levels, troubling disparities exist 

During the 1990s, Virginia Beach will continue to grow. The city 
will have rising poverty rates, an aging population, an increasing minor- 
ity population, with a larger number of working mothers. The ramifica- 
tions for the schools include continuation of a major building program 
and the need for pre-school programs. School intervention programs for 
children from impoverished backgrounds will be mandatory. The most 
pressing need will be early childhood education (K-3) to help poor, mi- 
nority, or culturally different students adjust to schools within these 
grades. 

Though emphasis needs to placed on helping disadvantaged children 
achieve, the system will have to continue its past emphasis on academics 
since the number of students eager to pursue higher education will con- 
tinue to be higher than avoage. 

Funding for the Virginia Beach schools needs to be increased. The 
system spends less per student than all comparable school divisions (high 
class size). The state and local effort for public education are tow while 
both the state and city's ability are above average. 

The data in the state of the division report validated the most recent 
priorities identified by Superintendent Jim Melvin and the School Board: 
(1) reduce the adult-pupil ratio in kindergarten, fvst and second grade; (2) 
address the needs of at-risk youth; (3) develop a comi^ehensive plan for 
the use of computo^s in both administration and instruction; (4) Develop 
flexible plans to accommodate continued, but uneven, increases in stu- 
dent memboship; and (S) refine and maintain academic excellence. 

The school board now has a research-based set of priorities for the 
school system over the next decade. It is clear that the school board is 
exhibiting tl» leadership necessary to take our school system into the 
21st century. It remains to be seen if they can convince the gmeral as- 
sembly and city council to come up with the bucks. VBEA will be 
working with them every stq) of the way.

School bullies prompted Curtis 
Bush to ask his parents for karate 
lessons 12 years ago. 

Today, at 25, Bush is a black 
belt, the current North American 
weltCTweight champion and the #1 
world contender in the sport of 
kickboxing. 

His martial arts skills have 
landed him a part in the movie 
"Dragon Hunt," which recently 
started shooting in Canada. 

"Dragon Hunt" stars twins 
Michael and Martin McNamara, 
known as Canada's "Twin 
Dragons." Their company, TD 
Productions, released their first 
movie, 'Twin Dragon Encounter," 



last March. 

Bush first met the McNamaras 
last May in Toronto, where be suc- 
cessfully defended his title against 
Paul Biafore. After the fight, the 
twins offered Bush a part in their 
upcoming movie. 

Bush accepted and told the twins 
about his best friend, Charles Am- 
brose, who at 285 lbs. is Virginia's 
biggest black belt in karate. 

The twins saw a tape of Am- 
brose, then rewrote the script and 
cast hini as "the Beastmaster," a 
mutant ninja whom the twins must 
battle in the film's big fight scene. 

According to Bush, "After the 
twins beat up all the other bad 
guys, they face him." 

Bush will play two roles in the 
film, a punk and one of "the 
Beastmaster's" ninja henchmen. 

Though Bush's expenses will be 
covered, he said that his salary for

the film was "not a lot, and not 
until the movie comes out." The 
movie is being released first in 
video in America and Hong Kong. 

He added, however, that the 
money was not his motivation.

Bush said that he didn't antici- 
pate any problems with 'stage 
fright' because he and Amlm)se "are 
always in front of a home camera, 
making videos." Both the karate 
and the acting aspects of the movie 
attracted Bush to the project, and he 
may consider acting as a career. 

Kickboxing, or full contact pro- 
fessional karate, combines the arm 
movements of boxing with the 



legwork of karate. 

Bush, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis G. Bush, who fights at 148 
lbs., began his pro career in June of 
1980 and KO'd his first opponent. 
His professional record of 31-4 
becomes even more impressive 
when one learns that 21 of those 31 
Wins were by a knockout 

That's rare, according to Tom 
Pelatini, owner of the National In- 
stitute of Martial Arts in Virginia 
Beach. "[Knockouts are] unusual. 
Most wins are by decision," 
Pelatini explained."

$200 Lake Gaston project goes on ballot

Countering no opposition, 
City Council Monday voted 10-0 
to place the $200 million Lake 
Gaston water resource bond refer- 
endum on the Nov. 8 ballot and 
next Tuesday will consider the 
wording of the referendum ques-^ 
tion. 

The cost of the project will be 
paid for by water customers only, 
said Clarence Wamstaff, public 
utilities director; no impact will 
be felt by other citizens. 

However, the city will issue 
general obligation revenue bonds 
(double barrel bonds) which means 
that the city will pledge revenues 
from a water rate increase (75 
cents per 1,000 gallons water us- 
age) toward financing the bonds 
and v^ addition will back the bonds 



with the full faith of the city 
through its general fund and taxing 
authority. 

The water bill of the average 
single-family household would 
increase by $4.50 a month. The 
rate increase is expected to pay 
half the cost, roughly, with the 
other half paid by the water re- 
source recovery fee charged in new 
home construction. 
J. The city plans to issue $171 
'^million in bonds in increments to 
cover one-sixth the cost. 

Chesapeake has agreed to pay 
the remaining one-sixth in ex- 
change for one-sixth of the pro- 
ject 

If revenue bonds were issued as 
opposed to general obligation rev- 
enue bonds the city would have to 
issue $191 million ($20 million) 
more because of the higher cost of 
the bonds. To the average home-

owner that would translate into an 
additional $4.74 to $6.30 in the 
monthly water bill. 

A favorable referendum will 
give the city the power to issue 
general obligation revenue bonds. 
The city otherwise would be forced 
to issue the more costly revenue 
bonds. 

Chester Johnson, with Gov- 
ernment Financial Associates, the 
city's bond consultants, said that 
litigation and the volatility of the 
recovery fee makes general 
obligation revenue bonds the more 
viable option. He said that rec- 
ommendations were based on se- 
curing an interest rate of 8 1/2 
percent but, Johnson said, he be- 
lieved the rate will be lower, 
closer to 7 3/4 percent. 

The construction period is ex- 
pected to cover 36 months, start- 
ing in 1989 and ending in 1992. 

Council also authorized the 
acquisition of property for the 
right-of-way for Lake Gaston 
pipeline through seven communi- 
ties - Windsor District. Isle of 
Wight County; Drewryvillc Dis- 



trict, Soulliamptbn County; Not- 
toway District, Greensville 
County; Belfield District, 
Greensville County; Sturgeon 
District, Brunswick County; and 
Powellton District, Brunswick 
County. Thtf city has been suc- 
cessful in obtained local consent 
from five localities, and property 
owners representing 24 percent to 
the parcels have signed agreements 
for easements. 

Wamstaff said that the resource 
recovery fees, in effect since Jan- 
uary 1986, are being escrowed to 
provide a buffer between the 
volatile fees and the water rate. 
He explained that the recovery 
fees, and the amount of revenues 
received by the city, arc dependent 
on general economic conditions. 
Over the 25 years of the bonds, 
the impact fees will decline 
because the city will not always 
grow at the present rate. But as 
the new construction declines, the 
volume of water sales will have 
been increasing.

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Naval veteran Tom Porter 
gave the Navy 30 good years

"It was always ray dream to 
join the U.S. Navy," said Rock 
Creek resident Tom Porter in an 
Irish lilL 

Porter's enlistment in Boston 
in 1958 marked the beginning of a 
distinguished 30-year military ca- 
reer filled widi service, awards, and 
countless memories. 

Porter arrived in America ^ 
Feb. 6, 1958 and joined the Navy 
"as soon as my paperwork could 
be proc^scd." He remembered his 
first assignment, as a "bo'sun" 
aboard the U.S.S. Pocono, as 
"hard woric. We were always on 
lookout or steering the boat, and 
we had a four-hour watch each 
night; so we never got a full 
night's sleep." 

Porter married his wife, Mon- 
ica, in Boston in January, 1960. 
They were stationed at Little 



Creek Naval Base, where PcHier 
served aboard the U.S.S. Mt. 
McKinley and played soccer for 
the Navy. 

In 1961 Porter was assigned to 
serve in his home of Londond^ry 
in Northern Ireland. The return of 
a native son was big news, 
according to Porter. 

"We made the national papers 
and British TV; th^e was quite a 
bit of press." While stationed 
there Porter, then a communica- 
tions specially decided to make 
the Navy his carcCT. 

In 1965-68. ?Qx\&t served as a 
personnelman at the Long Beach 
Naval Shipyard in California, 
where he was promoted from sec- 
ond to first class petty o^\<xx. 

He served a two-year assign- 
ment in Sicily, then in 1970 be- 
gan a five-year stint in Boise, 
Idaho, as a recruiter. 

In February of 1975 Porter

joined the crew of the U.S.S. 
Piedmont, a destroyer tender based 
in Naples, Italy, as a career coun- 
sekx". 

"My job was to keep people in 
the Navy. I'd explain the benefits 
of staying in. If they wanted to 
try civilian life for a while. I'd ex- 
plain VA benefits and give them 
advice. If people had problems, 
they'd come to me," Porter said. 
Porter called his solace aboard the 
Pi»lmont "the highlight of my 
30-year tour" and described the 
acw as "one big, happy family," 

While on the Piedmont, Porter 
wiB promoted to chief petty officer 
and took the ship's retention rate 
from a low, four percent to 



"superstar" status. The ship w<hj 
an award for \ap retention in the 
squadron, the first taider to do so. 

In January of 1978, Porta- was 
assigned to London as a mm^atici 
analyst for the commando- oif U.S. 
Naval forces in Europe. TTte city 
had no Navy r^ruiting office, so 
"due to my experience in Boise, I 
became the unofficial recruiter," 
I^ffter explained. When the Navy 
opened a Uxidon office in Decem- 
ber of 1980, Porter became the 
first recruiting officer in the 
United Kingdom. 

While in London, Porter re- 
ceived a promcAion to senior chief 
career counsels as well as the 
Navy Commendation Medal and 
three Navy Achievemmt Ktoials

The start of school next Tuesday will bring hundreds of 
schod buses into the neighborhoods of Virginia Beach. 

More than 500 drivers will ferry an estimated 60,000 stu- 
dents to and from school each day. And each day, the odds 
are that at least one motorist will fail to stop for a school bus 
as it breaks to load and unload children. 

State law requires that motorists stop for a school bus that is 
loading or unloading students under the following circum- 
stances: 

On undivided highways or streets, all vehicles are required 
by law to stop and remain stopped until all children are clear 
of the roadway and the bus has resumed motion. 

On divided highways or streets, vehicles in all lanes travel- 
ling in the same direction as the bus must come to a complete 
stop. 

At intersections, all drivers must come to a complete stop, 
even those approaching the bus at right angles. 

At best, failure to stop for a school bus could result in a 
reckless driving charge. At worst, a child could be injured or 
killed. 

The number of incidents reported by bus drivers in the '87- 
'88 school year -356 in a 180 day period ~ indicates that too 
many motorists are taking that risk. In doing so, those 
drivers play a dangerous game with unlimited potential for 
tragedy. 

Getting stuck behind a school bus can be inconvenient, and 
It may add two or three minutes to a daily commute. That's a 
small price to pay for a child's safety. G.H.

Council: Wise to appoint 
. smoking committee 

To smoke or not to smoke has become a controversial 
question in recent years, with smokers and non-smokers 
fighting hard for their respective rights. 

Cities nationwide have debated the smoking issue; some, 
by referendum or decree, have banned smoking in public 
places. Now Virginia Beach must address the issue and come 
up with a unifoim city policy. 

The City Council deserves kudos for its recent decision to 
appoint a committee to study the city's smoking laws. Com- 
mittee members range from the city health and tourism directors 
to local business association reps; in all, nine city government, 
business, and civic leaders will study the issue for the next six 
months. 

Council's appointment of the "smoking committee" is a 
smart move for at least two reasons. Public complaints 
prompted the Council to think about limiting smoking in public 
places and to appoint a group of citizens to examine the issue; 
any city as dependent on tourism as Virginia Beach can only 
help itself by listening and responding to public opinion. In 
addition, Virginia Beach votera may be likely to accept the idea 
of a committee of citizens to study the problem and offer solu- 
tions than they are to the idea of elected officials doing so. 

The committee will study Beach smoking laws and make 
recommendations to Council; Council, in turn, plans to hold 
public hearings before adopting any new policies. The process 
is designed to maximize public input and provide Council with 
a broad base of information and opinion on which to base a fi- 
nal decision. ~ G.A.H.

"Bugeye" is the name that was 
given to one of several unique 
sailing vessels that were built for, 
and exquisitely adapted to, com- 
mercial fishing on Chesapeake 
Bay. 

Hie bugeye has its origin in 
the dugout canoe built by Bay-area 
Indians tong before European set- 
tlemoit of the New World. 

As its name suggests, this 
vessel was essentially a hollowed- 
out tree equipped with a sailing 
rig, measuring 35-40 feet in 
length. Due to its sturdiness and 
versatility, the dugout became 
popular among the colonists. 

One of its many uses was to 
ferry the day's oyster catch to local 
markets. This mode of 
transportation was sufficient as 
long as the oyster industry was 
small and localized. As demand 
for this Bay delicacy grew during 
the ISOO's however, the dugout 
was too small to carry the larger 
crew needed to catch and transport 
a more profitable haul. Thus, a 
larger vessel, the brogan, was 
constructed. 

The brogan was built like a 
canoe, but measured between 40 
and SO feet. During its heyday 
(early 19th century), tonging was 
die established method of oyster- 
ing, especially since the use of the 
dredge had been prohibited by law 
in 1820, a step taken to protect 
the Chesapeake oyster resource 
firom being raided by interlopers 
from the North. 

Afler the Civil War. this Uw 
was tepuled, and the use of the 
dredge was permitted in all Chesa- 
peake waters over IS feet deep. 
Otho" bay craft, such as the pungy 
and schooner, were costly to build 
or were otherwise not suited to the 
oyster trade. While the brogan 
seemed, structurally, to be ideal, it 
had to be increased in size to han- 
dle the dredge. 

Thus, came the birth of the 
bugeye. This worthy craft, 8S feet 
in length, was equipped with suf- 
ficient sail power, deck and cabin 
space to support the crew and

equipment needed for the burgeon- 
ing oyster industry. 

The origin of the name 
"bugeye" is speculative. Bay 
naval historian, M.V. Brewington, 
has identified several possibilities. 
His favorite is Uiat the word is de- 
rived fonn "buckler," a vessel used 



during the early ISdi century by 
Scottish immigrants for their 
smuggling activities. This expla- 
nation fits well wiUi the bugeye's 
later use as a pirate craft during the 
Maryland-Virginia oyster wars, 
and as a vessel for smuggling 
whisky during Plrohibition years.

She didn't 
even know what die ticket was 
when she bought it, and kept 
hanging on Dublin when they 
called to tell her she'd woh 
$500,000. She'd been in die Navy 
before and had gotten out in 1980. 
She stopped in just to chat one 
day in 1985, and I re-enlisted her," 
PcMler said. 

Porter also told die story of a 
man who appeared in the office 
one day, broke and "netuly suici- 
dal," according to Porter. 

"He'd been mugged, Uirown 
out of his apartment, he had no 
passport, his visa had expired so 
he couldn't go to die police. . . he 
said he'd been to pray and some- 
how ended up at my offk»." 

They called die man's fadier, 
who was die treasurer of the Mar- 
shall Islands. But "because of die 
dme'iiifference, we had to wait at 
die office undl 10 p.m. to call and 
verify diat he was a U.S. citizen. 
I ended up putting diat guy in die 
Navy," Porter said. "Whensome- 
diing like diat happens, you really 
feel good." 

"I put in five Mansfields from 
County Cork," Porter continued, 
"and a set of Uiplets from County 
Kerry. In many cases I ended up 
recruiting die whole family." 

Porter credits his heritage as 
part of the reasoi\ for his success, 
explaining, "I'm from Ireland, and 
I'd say 35 percent of die people I 
enlisted grew up as Navy depen- 
dents overseas; die other 65 per- 
cent were people whose parents 
had come to die States, had a cou- 
ple of kids, stayed for a few years, 
dien returned to die U.K. Some 
of those kids saw die armed ser- 
vices as a way to get back to die 
States." 

Porter described some unusual 
methods which also contributed to 
his recruiting success. 

"Anyone who wanted to join 
die NaVy had t6 pay his or her fare 
to London, and London's a very 
expensive city," he said. "Once 
diey arrived diey couldn't sign up 
on Monday and join Tuesday; 
processing took a couple of days, 
and there were tests to be taken. 
My wife and I decided Uiat if we 
were to entice people's 17 and 18 
year old sons and daughters to 
come to London, we'd look after 
diem.** 

He continued, "For some it 
was the first trip of dieir lives to 
die big city, so we'd say 'Come 
and I'll meet you at die staUon. 
We can't pay your fare, but we can 
feed you and give you a place to 
sleep.' Peq?le knew by reputation 
diat we cared." 

Portor praised his wife as 
"fantastic about Uie whole diing" 
adding diat "she never knew how 
many people I'd bring home." He 
spcdto of dieir wedding anniversary 
when "I had five guys in my office 
who wanted to join die Navy, and 
a wife waiting for me to come 
home. I was too chicken to call 
her," he laughs, "so when my wife 
opoied die door, all dressed up and 
ready to go out, diere I am widi 
five strangers. They stayed widi 
us for four days." 

He estimates that he and 
Monica hosted 460 people during 
their six-year stay in London. 
"People would ask us, 'Aren't you 
nervous? You don't know diese 
people!' But we never had a bad 
experience. We had a tot of fun." 
Porter returned to die U.S. and 
became lone supervisor for the 
state of Maine in July of 1986.

Educators must take a 
stand on the issues

The City Council last week had 
the opportunity to hear a presenta- 
tion on Resort Area pailcing needs 
and a long-term program to meet 
those needs. 

The study showed the need to 
coordinate parking with the total 
Oceanfront Beautiflcation commit- 
ment. 

The purpose of the presentation 
was to present information to the 
Council on forecasts of parking 
needs, parking issues, a financial 
analysis, organization and manage- 
ment alternatives, and a program to 
address those needs and^sues. The 
repot was prq>ared and presented by 
the Southeastern Virginia Planning 
District Commission; and Parsons 
Brinckerhoff Quade and Douglas, 
Inc. 

A key point of the study was that 
while many oceanfront visitors 
perceive that there is a lack of 
parking available to them during 
the summer, this perception is not 
entirely accurate, as detailed field 
examinations conducted in 1987 re- 
vealed. Paricing spaces are fre- 
quently used to capacity in lots and 
spaces next to the beach, but ade- 
quate parking exists in off-street 
•lots or two to three blocks away in 
inland areas. 

A major issue, therefore, con- 
fronting the City is the need to im-' 
prove the perception of parking 
availability. The recommendations 
devel(^)ed from this study can serve 
to make parking more "visible," 
convenient and available as well as

Students emotionally shocked 
at the senseless death or wounding 
of a classmate, a brother, or a 
friend will not be performing at 
their best in school. Indeed, such 
events can sometimes require 
teams of specialists being brought 
in to help the staff and students

The impact of these few events 
in our area help us to better 
understand the frustrations and 
anxieties of our teaching col- 
leagues in cities such as Detroit 
and Los Angeles.

The parking study found that 
parking occupaiKy rates were quite 
low during the off-season, averag- 
ing nearly 30 percent in March and 
April. During the peak summer 
months of June, July, and August, 
however, beachfront zones typically 
reached a high of 100 percent on 
weekends and over 60 percent 
throughout the entire study area. 

This very high level of use actu- 
ally occurs on fewer than 18 days of 
this year, however, most summer 
use that is perceived to cause park- 
kig problems takes place on fewer 
Oian 32 days.

The consultants suggested that 
developing a parking policy and 
program would provide an organized 
approach in dealing with the park- 
ing demand, its redistribution, and 
visitors expectations.

The implementation of a signage 
program to direct parkers to city 
lots by routes other than congested 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues was 
also recognized to be needed.

It was refreshing to see that Uie 
report was prepared to identify and 
address Resort Parking supply and 
demands in 1987-88 and throughout 
the evolution of oceanfront revital- 
ization. The assumptions presented 
were carefully laid out until 1997, 
indicating to me that the parking 
program was being cowdinated with 
the Capital Improvement Program 
in mind. 

A procedure and schedule for im-
